Southern Cast Stone Co., Knoxville, Tenn., also 


manufactures concrete pontoons, vats for 


electro-manganese plates, and burial vaults

Woe and ingenuity are two 
principles which have made the 
Southern Cast Stone Co., Knoxville, 
Tenn., one of the leading masonry 
unit and cast stone producers in the 
country. Always willing to develop 
and manufacture new and unusual 
products, this company recently ac- 
cepted a contract to make concrete 
pontoons. These pontoons will re- 
place those made of more critical 
materials and will be installed on 
T.V.A. Lakes in the Tennessee River. 
Another departure into the field of 
new products is the manufacture of 
concrete vats for processing electro- 
manganese plates. 

In addition to versatility in types 
of cast stone products, considerable 
time and thought has been expended 
on means of increasing masonry unit 
production. Recent changes, which 
have tripled block production, in- 
clude the modernization of a block 
machine and the introduction of a 
hoist for yarding units. 

Changing a single-unit-per-opera- 
tion tamper machine into a three- 
unit-per-operation, automatic, vi- 
brating machine, capable of produc-

ing 800 standard units per hour, has 
enabled this company to meet the 
huge demand for both cinder and

Superock expanded slag units. The 
machine is equipped with a V-500 
Syntron vibrator on the mold box 
and a V-150 Syntron vibrator on the 
press head. The feed box contains an 
agitator which speeds introduction 
of the mix into the mold box, thus 
assisting in the fast cyle of produc- 
tion. 

Installation of a Warren yard hoist. 
a new type of yarding machinery, has 
substantially eased the manpower 
shortage, since it is now possible to 
yard about 7500 units per day with a 
single operator, a performance which 
otherwise would require from four 
to seven men. The hoist, shown in 
an accompanying illustration, enables 
the operator to remove block from 
racks and place them in storage as 
rapidly as they can be removed from 
the curing rooms. The other phases 
of block production have not been 
altered materially. With the excep- 
tion of the yarding facilities and the 
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Millard R. Warren, general superintendent 


modernization of the block machine, 
the process of block manufacture is 
that of a typical plant. 


Plant Operation 


Both cinder and Superock units 
are produced in about equal quanti- 
ties. Cinders are trucked in from 
local sources and Superock is received 
by rail. Cinders are either stockpiled 
or dumped directly into a pit feed- 
ing a chain bucket elevator. The ele- 
vator, 21-ft. centers, carries the cin- 
ders to an 18-in. belt conveyor, 3-ft. 
centers, equipped with a Dings mag- 
netic pulley for the removal of tramp 
iron. The conveyor discharges to 2 
3- x 742-ft. vibrating scalping screen 
with flange-lip, slotted openings, 
which taper from 5/16 to % in. and 
are 1% in. long. Oversize drops to an 
18- x 30-in. roller-bearing Universal 
double-roll crusher, with %-in. spac- 
ing of rolls. Crushed cinders and 
throughs from the scalping screen 
drop to a pit which feeds a chain 
bucket elevator, 42-ft. centers, for 
transference to a 70-cu. yd. storage 
bin. 

When Superock is introduced to 
the plant, it is dumped directly into 
this pit, by-passing the crushing and 
screening operations. Superock is 
loaded into skips from the railroad 
cars, manually, and the skips are 
hauled to the pit by a Brooks load 
lugger. 

The storage bin, located above the 
mixing floor, serves both types of ag- 
gregates and therefore must be 
emptied of the one aggregate before 
the other can be introduced. Below 
the bin is a 50-cu. ft. batch box, 
which is filled through bottom dis- 
charge from the bin. A screen, hang- 
ing from the bottom of the bin and 
directly above the batch box, catches 
any foreign material which may have 
been picked up in transit. The screen 
is shaken manually at intervals to 
prevent clogging. Foreign material

caught on the screen is removed by 
the mixer operator. 

When the batch box is full, it is 
overturned to charge the 50-cu. ft. 
Besser mixer. The box is supported 
on an off center shaft which allows 
it to be overturned with a minimum 
of effort. When erhpty, it is righted 
and locked in place, ready for the 
next batch. A large wheel, attached 
by chain drive to a sprocket on the 
shaft, assists in the process of turn- 
ing and righting the box 

Air-entraining cement is added to 
the aggregate in the mixer together 
with water, which is introduced by 
volume. The mix is deposited directly 
into the hopper of the block machine 
by gravity. This company feels that 
air-entraining cement has better 
workability, is more plastic, elimi- 
nates breakage in block handling, 
and gives greater strength to the 
finished unit. 

Block are removed from the ma- 
chine by a power off-bearer, which 
receives air from a 5-hp., 20 c.f.m. 
Par air compressor. Racks fabricated 
from steel pipe, having a capacity of 
36 standard units, are transferred to 
curing rooms by three-wheeled, pneu- 
matic-tired lift trucks. 


Curing System 

Block are cured in seven rooms, 
with a total capacity of 7200 stand- 
ard units. Curing is accomplished 
with both steam and dry heat, pro- 
vided by a 50-hp. HRT Cole boiler, 
equipped with a Stokol stoker. Steam 
pressure is maintained at 125 p.s.i 
and is sent through a 2-in. pipe from 
the boiler, reducing to 1'4-in. pipes, 
one to each room. The steam pipes 
run the length of the rooms and 
have %-in. perforations spaced at 
12-in. centers. Dry heat is radiated 
through 1%4-in. coil pipe, 500 ft. to 
each room. A temperature of about 
200 deg. F. is maintained throughout 
the curing period. Condensation is 
returned to the boiler through 1'4- 
in. pipe by a Deming condensation 
pump with a ‘e-hp. G. E. motor. 

The curing rooms open at both 
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ends, one into the plant and the 
other into the storage yard. The 
doors at both ends are opened when

block are to be yarded, which assists 
in clearing steam from the room 
more quickly. Racks are taken from

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the rooms to the storage yard by a 
power lift truck, equipped with a 
Ready-Power gasoline-electric unit. 
Block are then removed from racks 
and stored by the Warren yard hoist. 
The hoist also assists in truck load- 
ing for delivery, which is handled on 
a contract basis with local truckers. 

Cast stone production was inaugu- 
rated at this plant in 1926 and was 
the only type of manufacture until 
1934, when the masonry unit plant 
was installed. At present, cast stone, 
while still an important item, is sec- 
ondary to the production of light- 
weight block. Some of the more im- 
portant concrete specialties produced 
are the Wilbert burial vault, an air- 
sealed concrete vault, pontoons, vats, 
lintels, and joists. The pontoons, 
mentioned earlier, are made of Hay- 
dite lightweight aggregate, and are 
4- x 9-ft. and 3-ft. deep, with 4-in. 
walls and contain steel reinforcing. 
The lid is cast onto the base while the 
concrete is still in a plastic state. 
The manufacture of vats is the same 
as that of the pontoons, with the ex- 
ception that the dimensions are 3- x 
8-ft. and 4'2-ft. deep, with 3'2-in. 
walls. Both of these items are extern- 
ally vibrated by a Branford vibrator. 
Lintels and joists are tamped with a 
Chicago pneumatic tamper. 

Many of the forms for the cast 
stone products are fabricated at the 
plant. They consist of concrete forms 
as well as wooden and steel forms. 
Some of these are shown in an ac- 
companying illustration.

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What Effect Will V-E Day 
Have on Concrete Products? 


Leading manufacturers of concrete 
block, pipe and ready mix com- 
ment on the European war's end 


E. EHLE of The Cleveland Builders 
= Supply Co., producers of ready 
mixed concrete and concrete block, 
and president of the National Con- 
crete Masonry Association, reports 
on V-E Day possibilities as follows: 
“The marvelous conversion of in- 
dustry to war production should 
prove beyond any questionable doubt 
its ability to return promptly to nor- 
mal pursuits. The building industry 
merely needs the return of its man- 
power and essential maintenance and 
repairs to produce promptly on its 
pre-war volume; and an early release 
of restrictions and sane revision of 
taxes, plus a wisely laid-out program 
of city, county and state construction 
and improvements. Unlike after the 
last war, cities, counties, states and 
railroads now have surpluses of 
finances instead of deficits. Prompt 
allocation by all of real-needed con- 
struction, based on worth instead of 
waste, will, in my judgment, do its 
share in promptly aiding unemploy- 
ment. Contract, by all means, instead 
of costly direct work.” 


Ready Mix 


Jutrus J. WarNER of Richter Con- 
crete Corporation, Cincinnati, Ohio, 
advises, “We cannot visualize any 
immediate effect of consequence in 
our local field on account of the 
European victory. Present relaxation 
of restrictions are of very minor 
consequence, but should permit some 
increase in volume of repair and re- 
modeling. Our biggest problem has 
been, and still is, manpower. We look 
for a gradual easing of this situation 
in the next few weeks. We anticipate 
a very slight increase in volume from 
month to month until the Public 
Works program is launched, and lum- 
ber is again readily obtainable in 
sufficient quantities. With the excep- 
tion of those localities where the 
closing of war plants may put on a 
little pressure for an increase in con- 
struction, we expect the national 
situation will be about the same as 
ours here.” 


Concrete Masonry 


Bens. Wrix, Standard Building 
Products Co., Detroit, reports that 
“allocation of 5000 housing priorities 
to the Detroit area is increasing de- 
mand immediately for concrete block. 
Cessation of European war should 


release manpower to our plant so we 
can increase production as needed. 
We look for steadily rising business 
activities. We are also planning to 
put bulk cement facilities in our 
plant, and make our steel racks more 
suitable for the use of an electrified 
hand-lift truck which is on order 
for use inside plant. We already have 
an electric lift truck for outside han- 
dling, and also hope to change cur- 
ing methods to obtain high tempera- 
tures at normal pressures.” 

E. P. Weese of The Carbon Con- 
crete Brick Co., Youngstown, Penn., 
advises, “There seems to be some ex- 
aggerated expectations of building 
due to hysteria of V-E Day. Recon- 
version from total war effort to pri- 
vate building cannot progress to any 
great extent until .W.M.C. relaxes 
enough to make this possible. The 
demand is here now due to higher 
income levels. This is especially true 
in farm construction. Relaxation of 
building restrictions merely gives 
manufacturers permission to manu- 
facture and sell their merchandise, 
but it has not produced manpower 
to make these items. In our opinion, 
home building restrictions will hold 
for the balance of this year. By that 
time manpower will have relaxed 
enough to ease the tension in the 
concrete products industry.” 

Joun S. CuHase of Chase Building 
Products, Fort Worth, Texas, reports 
no relaxation of restrictions in the 
Southwest. He states, however, “I am 
informed through good sources that 
W.P.B. will be the first to lend sub- 
stantial help. There will be no effect 
on our business locally nor for the 
industry as a whole until labor can 
be secured and that relief should be 
felt in about six months. Architects 
in Fort Worth and Dallas areas now 
have enough jobs on file completed 
and ready for actual construction to 
last more than a year. It isn’t merely 
a question of jobs, when we get labor, 
materials, other than lumber, will be 
sufficient for any type construction 
and the government has promised as- 
sistance on that item within the 
year.” 

Austin Crapss of Austin Crabbs, 
Inc., Davenport, Iowa, says, “We see 
no prospect as a result of victory in 
Europe for an early improvement in 
our industry’s labor problem. A man- 
power shortage is holding our pro- 
duction here to less than a third of 
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potential sales. However, we hope to 
start construction soon on a com- 
plete new plant. Our industry should 
realize it must become 100 percent 
mechanized to lighten much of the 
heavy work which has retarded our 
industry. For such modernizing, any 
lifting of restrictions should help.” 

PHILLIP PAOLELLA of Plasticrete 
Corporation, New Haven, Conn., is 
optimistic on the possibility of re- 
conversion. “A continued shortage 
of labor is expected, especially in 
the New Haven area with muni- 
tions, guns, and tire industries tak- 
ing all available manpower for several 
months until the Pacific situation 
shows more definite signs that mili- 
tary requirements will be less. ‘There 
has been an extremely large demand 
for block in this area, farm construc- 
tion is expected to continue good, and 
increased industrial expansion will 
require construction materials.” 

FRED REINHOLD of Anchor Concrete 
Products Co., Buffalo, N. Y., gives a 
very optimistic picture. “With V-E 
Day over we now look forward to an 
early V-J Day. By June 1 there 
should be some relaxation of L-41 
which will help to take up any slack 
during reconversion of our plant. 
Labor supply has improved since May 
1. Farm sales are 25 percent of our 
total volume. Our industry is in- 
cluded among 72 W.P.B. has prom- 
ised to assist in reconversion prob- 
lems. We have purchased a six-acre 
site, and plans are under way for a 
new factory with bids by July 1, and 
we expect to be in operation by 
December, 1945.” 

JOHN L. STRANDBERG Of Concrete 
Building Units Co., Kansas City, Mo., 
advises, “The effect of the European 
victory should have a favorable im- 
pression on the concrete products 
industry provided we have a relaxa- 
tion in the labor market and other 
restrictions that are now handicap- 
ping progress of all manufacturers. 
Demand for our products will in- 
crease due to their accessibility and 
unrestricted sources of raw materials. 
The most serious handicap we face 
today, and this applies for the recon- 
version period also, is the unjust 
price range of labor and on our prod- 
uct. If wage and hour restrictions 
and price regulations were lifted on 
concrete products, the employment 
would double and the price range 
would be in line with the present 
situation. Our facilities for produc- 
tion are so large that any chance of 
inflation would be practically nil.” 


H. E. Krimer, Iowa Concrete Block 
& Material Co., Des Moines, Iowa, 
believes the possibility of improved 
business depends on our ability to 
get competent help. “I feel sure,” he 
said, “we could easily sell two or 
three times as much material if we 
could furnish it. From what I can 
learn, cutbacks in material for the 
army are very spotted—in our terri- 
tory so far there has been none.”

Keep Pipe Plant Busy 


Universal Concrete Pipe Co., Waco, Texas, 

plant making concrete water tanks, stock 

troughs, septic tanks, stepping stones, fence 
posts, and well curbings

5 eee to the post-war period, the 
Universal Concrete Pipe Co., plant 
at Waco, Texas, has started produc- 
tion of several specialty items. This 
plant was built in 1941 to supply con- 
crete pipe to the many war plants, 
air flelds, training camps, and gov- 
ernment hospitals which were being 
constructed at that time in the Waco 
area. While the market for pipe is 
still good, peak demand has passed 
and consequently a market for spe- 
cial products is being established. 


Diversify Production 


The special items include rein- 
forced concrete water tanks, stock 
troughs, septic tanks, stepping stones, 
fence posts, and well curb-rings. 
Cylindrical shaped stock troughs are 
poured in steel forms in sizes from 
30 in. to 60 in. in diameter and 2 ft. 
high with a 3% in. wall thickness. 
They are also made in rectangular 
shapes, 6 ft. to 12 ft. in length, 242 
ft. wide, and 2 ft. deep, with a 3 in. 
wall thickness. The most popular size

has been found to be the cylindrical 
shape trough, 36. in. in diameter. 
These troughs are made of reinforced 
concrete. Specially designed troughs, 
60 in. in diameter, have been con- 
structed for the dairy department of 
the Texas A. and M. College. They 
are used in experiments with a pres- 
sure water system, and have a 2-in. 
standing overflow pipe that may be 
removed to drain and clean the 
troughs and are made with a 2-in. 
elbow imbedded in the bottom. Water 
level is controlled by a float valve. 

Water storage tanks for ranches 
are another specialty. They are made 
in two sections, each 8 ft. high, with 
a 6-ft. inside diameter, and a 3'4-in. 
wall thickness. The upper half, with 
a capacity of 1600 gal., is for water 
storage, while the lower half, which 
has a 5-ft. 3-in. x 2-ft. doorway, may 
be used as a pump house, shower 
bath, wash house, harness room, or 
general storage room. 

The upper half is poured sepa- 
rately from the lower half, the same 


form being used for each half. To 
make the lower half with door open- 
ing, a template is attached to the 
core. A one piece welded cage is 
fabricated for the entire half unit for 
reinforcement. For joining the two 
sections, about an inch of mortar is 
placed between them, and then the 
entire joint is plastered, inside and 
outside. The weight of the top sec- 
tion, about 41% ton, holds it in place. 
The addition of water into the top 
section adds more weight, which as- 
sists in keeping the sections in place. 
Seepage is eliminated by use of a 
dense mix and thorough vibration. 
The overall weight of the two sec- 
tions is about 8% ton, and they are 
installed with special equipment 
furnished by a hauling contractor. 

A specialty unit which has found 
much favor in the Southwest is a 
concrete well curb-ring, which is 
placed in dug wells. All sizes are 
made with the 30-in. diameter, 2-ft. 
size the most popular. Due to the 
large demand, a method of making

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the well rings on a production basis 
was perfected. The plant superintend- 
ent and the machinist devised the 
idea of manufacturing the rings on a 
pipe machine, using a 33-in. core 
with a 30-in. form, thus reducing the 
wall thickness from 3% in. to 2% in. 
and the weight per lineal foot from 
370 te 220 pounds. This unit has be- 
come very popular with well diggers 
in this area since they can handle 
the 2-ft. ring with very little me- 
chanical equipment. The average 
depth of wells in this section is from 
12 to 20 ft. Reinforced well rings of 
tongue and groove type, 30 in. in di- 
ameter, are also made in 2-ft. sec- 
tions with 3'2-in. wall thickness. 

When placing the well rings in a 
dug well, the most common practice 
is to leave the bottom three joints 
open, to allow water to seep through. 
This is particularly true in sandy 
soil where water is only 5 to 6 feet 
underground. By leaving the joints 
open, water is allowed to seep into 
the well and thus keep it filled. The 
balance of the joints are grouted to- 
gether, while some well diggers fea- 
ture a plastered joint. 


Concrete Blocks 


A good volume of business has been 
developed in concrete masonry units, 
a large portion going to farm and 
ranch buildings such as_ chicken 
houses, milk houses, feed and dairy 
barns, hog houses, and many other 
out-buildings necessary around large 
farming and ranching operations. A 
Stearns Clipper stripper, of 800- 
block per day capacity, produces 
8x8x16-in. and 5x8x12-in. units. This 
plant recently completed an order for 
several thousand block to be shipped 
to a chain of chicken “eating places” 
which will use the block to build 
poultry houses. Each poultry house 
will accommodate 1000 chickens.

Concrete pipe from 6-in up to 60- 
in. in diameter in 4-ft. lengths, are 
made on two Universal pipe ma- 
chines. Concrete is mixed in a 28-cu. 
ft. Stearns mixer and delivered to 
the machine by skip hoist. Rubber 
tired lift buggies transport the pipe

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to three curing rooms, 40 ft. wide, 
60 ft. long, and 7 ft. high. Steam is 
generated at 100 p.s.i. by a gas-fired 
Acme boiler, equipped with a con- 
densation pump. Steam is introduced 
through a 3-in. pipe to six ‘“Trade- 
Air” projection heaters, two for each 
room. These heaters are located under 
the ceiling in the rooms. These units 
spray hot vapor over the entire area, 
maintaining a temperature of 70 to 
75 degrees. After curing, the pipe are 
transported to an 8%e-acre storage 
yard. A 1'%-ton Ford truck with 
winch attachment, operated by power 
takeoff from the motor, lifts pipe to 
trailer trucks for delivery. 


Drain tile is also produced. An 
Acme hand tile machine makes 4- 
through 8-in. tile in one foot lengths. 


A well equipped machine shop 
takes care of all necessary repairs to 
equipment. Practically all the repair 
work for the other three Texas plants 
owned by this company is also han- 
dled here. The steel forms for the 
specialty products were made and 
machined in this shop. William 
Koerth, machinist, is in charge of 
the shop. 


This company feels that the agri- 
cultural outlet for concrete specialty

A RAPIDLY EXPANDING ready mixed 
concrete and products plant, the 
Marion Ready Mixed Concrete Co., 
Marion, Ind., has recently added a 
bulk cement setup to increase effi- 
ciency and speed up production. 
This is the most recent addition to 
this plant. Prior to June, 1943, this 
company only produced ready mixed 
concrete. At that time, a Stearns 
Clipper Stripper was purchased for 
the production of concrete masonry 
units, since it was felt that better 
service could be achieved if the cus- 
tomers could be provided with both 
products from the same plant. This 
company also felt that one product 
would help sell the other, since cus- 
tomers, especially the farm trade, 
could be serviced with its construc- 
tion requirements from the same 
location.

1939, with one transit mixer and 
one set of bins, this company has 
expanded until now it operates a 


fleet of six transit mixers, two sets 
of bins, a masonry unit plant, and

the new bulk cement plant. Further 
expansion is planned with the con- 
struction of two steam curing rooms 
this winter. 

The Johnson bulk cement plant, 
which was installed in June, 1944, 
includes a 10-in. screw conveyor 
from the railroad cars to a bucket 
elevator. The screw conveyor is 32 
ft. long and feeds a bucket elevator 
40 ft. high. The elevator charges a 
500-bbl. steel storage bin, equipped 
with batcher and scales with a ca- 
pacity up to 1500 lbs.

The addition of the Stearns Clip- 
per Stripper in June, 1943, was the 
first step taken by this company to 
augment its ready mixed concrete 
business with the production of sand 
and gravel concrete units and Celo- 
crete lightweight slag units. This 
machine has a rated capacity of 120 
standard block per hour, and the 
local demand for masonry units 
keeps the machine in operation con- 
stantly. At present the units are air 
cured but erection of the curing 
rooms during the winter will allow 
steam curing. Block produced in the 
plant will be used in the construc- 
tion of the curing rooms. The pres- 
ent production is 60 percent sand 
and gravel concrete units. 

Ready mixed concrete production 
averages about 30 cu.yd. per hour 
and is mixed and transported in six 
transit mixers. These mixers are 
2-cu.yd. Rex units mounted on Ford 
and International trucks. Local con- 
tractors, factories, and farmers are 
the principal consumers. 

L. P. Harris, owner of the Marion 
Ready Mixed Concrete Co., feels that 
aggressive merchandising is a large 
factor in his ability to continue the 
expansion of his plant. In addition 
to advertising in local papers which 
serve the surrounding area, reaching 
farms as well as the city readers, this 
company uses several other means of

units offers a big market which will 
become definitely larger in the post- 
war period. This market is being 
developed through close contact with 
county agricultural agents, home 
demonstration agents, county judges, 
and county commissioners. Colored 
folders, illustrating the products for 
sale and listing their uses, are mailed 
in lots of 20 to 30 to each agent for 
distribution to farmers and ranchers 
whose names have been secured 
through mailing list channels. Spot 
announcements on local radio sta- 
tion WACO have been very success- 
ful, especially in reaching rural areas. 
Definite proof of this has been estab- 
lished by responses to announcements 
that latest editions of a dated-events 
war map would be given to anyone 
calling at the plant and requesting 
a copy.
